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Edward Jaitiea Whalen was born in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, on December 10, 1923, He left school after the 
9th grade to help support his family- From that time on he has 
consistently been in trouble with the law, and has spent most 
of his adult life in prison. His specialty seems to be armed 
robbery and burglary- He has served time in the state penitentiary 
in Pennsylvania three times and has been sessteiiced to the Federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta, Georgia once. Since March, 1965, he has 
twice been declared incompetent to stand trial in the Federal 
courts by members of the staff at the United states Medical Center 
for federal prisoners at Springfield, Missouri- Whalen also stated 
that he had received some psychiatric treatment at the state peni-* 
tentiary in Pennsylvania- He is presentf^awaiting a competency 
'^her^ring on a federal charge of assaulting a united States Marshal 
and escape. 


After being paroled on December 10, 1964 from the 
Pennsylvania state penitentiary ah Huntington, Pennsylvania, Edward 
Whalen went to Philadelphia to spend some time with his family. 

While there he became involved in some very serious criminal activity, 
and had to leave town immediately. He stole a car in upstate 
Pennsylvania and drove to Columbus, Ohio where he me^ a friend of 
his who told him he could make soma big money .

STATEMENT 




I met DAVID FERRIE in early 1980 in a bar room named The Golden 
Lantern in the French Quarter, I would see DAVE from time to time 
in the same bar and I flew wiUi him In his airplane on several 
occasions. 
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One night v^hile drinking in the Golden Lantern ^, DAVE introduced 
me to CLAY SI!AW, I was *~h and DAVE for several hours 

that night which was in( ^ate 1960 or early 196^ From that time on 
1 use to see CLAY SHAW on different occasions, you know drinking and 
so forth. One day in late ^61 or early '62 I received a phone call 
from DAVE and he asked me if I would like to take an overnight plane 
trip with him- I said, all right, and then met PEERIE at the airport 
at which time 1 found out that CLAY SHAW was coming with us. At 
this time I also found out that we were going to Canada to pick some- 
one up. No other explanation was given. While on the trip, CLAY 
SHAW sat in the back of the airplane reading books and slept. SFIAW 
also had a brown brief case with him. On the flight we stopped at 
different places to gas up and stretch our legs. We stopped in 
Nashville, Tennessee, Louisville, Kentucky, and Toranado, Canada, 

Our final stop was in Montreal, Canada. FERRIE and myself stayed 
In a hotel overnight, I believe it might have bean the Hilton Air 
or something like that. The hotel was located in Dovral which was 
right outside of Montreal. CLAY SHAW vdisappeared after wa landed and 
I did not see him until the next morning which was about 8 o'clock 
when we were ready to leave and come back to New Orleans, l^hen SHAW 
arrived at the plane, he had this Mexican or Cuban with him. This 
guy was kind of heavy set, dark complexion, balding in the front, in 
his early 30 's or middle 30' s. He sat in the back of the airplane 
with SHAW and spoke only to SHAW in broken English. The airplane 
that we used was a Cessna 172 which I believed belonged to a friend 
of FERRIE 's- Wo bought our gas with a Gulf credit card which FERRIE 
had, Ifhen we got back to the Lakefront Airport, I got into my auto- 
mobile and FERRIE and SHAW and the other guy got into another auto- 
mobile and left. 

About a month or two Later T got another phone call from FERRIE 
asking me if I wanted to make the return trip with him to Canada, 
but I told him no. 

I have seen SHAW on different occasions in barrooms and at tha 
International Trade Mart up until the time that the District Attorney's 
office started their investigation, l have heard other people intro- 
auce CLAY SHAW as CLAY BERTRAND, but he has never been introduced to 
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[ me as CLAY BERIRAHD. 

I I would also like to state that about or three weeks after 
imvE FEitRIK died 1 got a phone call from JACK HELMS who was formerly 
with the Federal Government and later connected with the Klu Klux 
Klan asking me If I would take a ride with him by FKRRXE ' s house to 
pick up some papers^ I said^ yes, and a short while later he picked 
me up at my house in a 1966 white Chevrolet. We drove to FERRIE ^ s 
house and parked a little way down the block. .JACK got out of the 
automobile with a flashlight and it appeared that he went around the 
back of the house or into the back yard* A short while later he came 
back with a black briefcase and got Into the automobile at which time 
we drove off. Latex I believe that the contents of this briefcase were 
put into a safety deposit box in the Bank of Louisiana. Later I 
believe that these papers were removed from the Bank of Louisiana and 
put into a big black box in St* Bernard Parish which belonged to the 
Klan* The fellow who kept this box is called OTTO. I do not know him 

I by any other name* I believe that these papers were then removed from 
this black box, but I don't know where they were removed to* 1 did 
manage to get some papers from this black box, but they pertained to 
the Klan, and 1 turned these papers to CLEMEHT HOOD, an FBI Agent I 
was working for* I also had contact with CIA Agents* Their names 
being STEIUMEYHR, Who has since been transferred to Texas , and HAT 
BROl-fN who is still in Hew Orleans and another guy by the name of RED, 
last name unknown. I used to have meetings with the Agents in different 
motel rooms where I would give them reports, pictures, recordings, etc*, 
and would also receive my pay check or cash which I would sign a 
voucher for and would also receive further instructions* They would 
mail different things to me at my post office box number which is 
701*^30252, Lafayette Street Branch. 

I Several months ago RICK TOWNLEY with WDSU called me and told me 
that he had information that l had tape recordings that someone wanted 
to buy from me* I asked him how he had found out that I had them and 
he said that didn't matter. He asked me if I would meet him some 
place and i told him yes, to come over to my house. He said, no, he 
wouldn't do that, that it would have to be some public place. So I 
met him in the Kopper Kitchen on Tulane Avenue* After we talked for 
a while 1 went home and pxit on a suit and we went down to WDSU* When 
we got to WDSU, TOimLEY called mLTER SHERIDAN ill New York and I sat 
there while TO^*^NLEY talked to SHERIDAN, After TOWNLEY hund up he 
said that SHERIDAN would be in town the following morning, TOWNLEY 
asked me what 1 wanted for the tapes that I had, and I told him $500, 

The next morning they gave me the $500 for the tapes and asked me if 
I would do a film for WDSU consisting of what I know about the Cubans, 
FERRIE, SHAW, etc. The tape that I sold them contained some informa*" 
tion about the Klan and other information about the papers that were 
picked up at FERRiE's house* WALTER SHERIDAN is the one who gave me 
the $500 for the tapes- This $500 was in a sealed envelope and was 
all one hundred dollar bills. This V7as given to me in an office in 
in WDSU which was located by their newsroom. We then went upstairs 
and they locked the doors and placed a guard on the door and started 
asking questions and taking pictures of me. I even remember that 
there was a man from Sweden who was talking to the cameramen and they 
asked him to leave. They asked me questions such as. Do I know CLAY 
SHAW- Did I ever fly with CLAY SHAW and DAVID FERRIE: If I knew GENE 

DAVIS, which I told them that 1 knew GENE DAVIS very well because he 
was a personal friend of mine; If I knew GORDON NOVEL: If I ever 
worked for the FBI, CIA, to which questions I said, yes of which 
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queations WAT.TER SHERIDAN said he had already known that I would 
say yes to. 1 was then told to .say that X didn't know anything 
that would help Garrison in his investigation and this was also 
put on filiu. J don't remember everything that he told me to say but 
he did tell me to go to Canada. He also said that he would edit and 
cut the films after 1 was gone. Ho also said that they would get roe 
an attorney ii: T needed one. I told SHERIDAN And TOl'JNLEY not to re- 
lease this film if they were going to cut any part of it. They said 
that when I got to Canada they would call me and ask if it could 
be released. They called my wife later and asked her if she would 
let them release it and she also told them no. I understand that 
diis film has been cut and released. 


MR. HOOD told me not to get involved with the District Attorney's 
Office and if the District Attorney's Office tried to subpoena me, 
that he would take care of it. MR. HOOD told me to give all the 
cooperation necessary that WALTER SHERIDAN required. SHERIDAN and 
TOlVNLEY also toJLci me not to talk with the District Attorney's Office' 
and to call tliem right away so they could get an attorney for me. 

That is about all I can remember at this time.

Q, DO you want to say some tiling ? 

A, Hello, fr*>- name is aAGO GARNER, 

Q. Where do you live, DAGO? 

A, I live at 1437 Coliseum, New Orleans, Louisiana, ^ 

Q. Okay, DAGO, let me say at the outset, that in terms of this 
interview I will serve as your attorney and so anything you 
tell me is part of an attorney-client relationship and haing 
part of an attorney-client relationship is therefore protected 
and I'm not going to he at liberty to reveal anything that 
you tell me unless i get your permission to do so, is that 
understood? 

A, Yes, it is, 

Q, J think you’d better speak a little louder. 

A,. Yes, it is,

Q- Okay, let's just make sure we have everything. Let’s start 
with JACK RUBY, shall we, DAGO? 

A, Yes,

Q, Okay, When did you first meet JACK RUBY? 

A, Well, Mr, Lane, this had to be hack in the early fifties when 

I first met JACK RUBY, 

Q, And how did you meet him? 

A* Well, 1 used to go to the Carousel Club and he had another 
Club here, l believe it was named the Silver Slipper or 
something that i used to go to when I was very young, 

Q, How well did you know jack RUBY? 

A- I lijiew JACK RUBY well, you would say close friends with him. 

I had girls X sent to JACK RUBY and ha was setting me up with 

guys who come from out of town. JACK RUBY was a homosexual 
and his friends were homosexual and they used to come to me 
and JACK ROBY v/ouid tell them, you know, point them out to me 
and I'd go off with them. 

Q* And what about die girls you brought to RUBY, what happened 
to them? 

A, Well, er, he never did have relations with them like a normal 
person, he vrould, you know, more or less, eat them and stuff 
like that-,. 

Have ora? fjiter course with them,-, 

A- , ’ 
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Q. ...SO tD speak. Can you give us the names of some girls who 
you produced for JACK RUBY with whom he had oral intercourse? 

A- Well, NANCY MOONEY, I used to, used to, she used to work for 
— - him- and- 1 - used- to take- her- l:here^ quite, a. hit, ajid then this 
■^irl nar*;ed SHARON and another girl uamad JXMMIB DALE OS TALL, 

T used . 

How do you spell that?' “ 

A* I believe it's OS TALL, now I'm not sure.

A, I believe* She*s tnarric-d now and has about five children* 

I don't remember the' 1 ait ^ time v;het=her it was her or PAT that 
I took up to Mountain Creek Lake- and JACK RUBY was in the back 
seat of the car with them and then JACK RUBY had this oil man 
that was rich, we used to take him out and he was, we always 
called him FRENCHIE, cause that's all he did- 

Q, VJhat did you call him? 

A, FRENCHIH- 

Q, FRENCHIE, Do you know the name of the oil roan? 

Ap No, I don't, 

Qp When 'did you see the oil man? 

A. At JACK RUBY'S. 

Q. When? . ‘ 

A- This would have been quite a few years back, I don't know for 
sure how long, 

Qp About two years before the assassination? 

A- Yasp I 

Qp Did JACK RUBY ever have any relationship with NANCY MOONEY? 

Ap .Yes, we went to a party, I've took her to parties and every- 
thing for JACK RUBY* 



Q* And what was JACK RUBY* s relationship with NANCY MOONKY? 

Ap She stripped there at the Carousel Club at times, and er, 
other than going home with him and entertaining some of the 
freaks that he brought along.,. 

Qp Did she ever have a direct relationship, h sexual relation- 
ship with RUBY? 

A. Yeahp You know, er, he want to bed with them, but, I mean, 
you know, eat her and everything like this here. 


Were you ever present when he had that kind of<.- 
Yeah, in the car, 
v/iien wa*i that? 

Thi& was a long time before the assassination, JACK RUBY 
used to come to my house and l used to, 1 play the guitar. 

I used to show him how to play the guitar and everything. 
He used to come to my house and mess with my guitar and so 
forth , 

When did JACK RUBY have oral intercourse with NANCY MOONEY? 
This here would be in^ guessT * 60, -I know back in then. 
About three years before he was arrested? 

Yeah, I know back in then for a fact. 

Were you ever in the car when he had relations with NANCY 
MOONEY? 

Yes, I was. 

Where were you in the car? 

I was in the front seat of the car one time, just for 
instance, 1 took them, we went out to Sybil's Drive In, from 
there we went out to Mountain Creek Lake and they was in the 
back seat of the car and i got out and walked around a whiles 
you know, while they was in the back seat of the car. 

Did you see them actually have intercourse? 

Yes, I did, • 

In that fashion; you know that JACK RUBY employed NANCY 
MOONEY as a Stripper? 

Yes, I did. 

The Warren Commission says there is no evidence that, er, 
NANCY MOONEY ever wrked for JACK RUBY- 

She worked for JACK RUBY but she got paid every night when 
she worked for JACK RUBY and, er, JACK RUBY would take her 
out to his apartment out on Ewing Street there to parties* 

Ewing? How do you spall Ewing? 

E -W-1 ”N-G , Ewing , 

E^W-l-N-G. For parties? 

Yes, 

Who would pay NANCY MOONEY for stripping at the Club? 

JACK RUBY paid them in a little envelope you know, at night.

How much did you pay her? 

X don * t know for sure - 

She told you that she was paid by him? 

I seen her get the money before from him- 
You saw RUBY hand her the envelope? 

And she could make or stuff like that, she generally 

dr awed, borrowed money all the time there all the time, too- 

Did you actually see RUBY pay NANCY MOONEY for stripping? 

Yes- And he used to pay me money to take her places and stuf:' 
like this, for parties 'that tliey was having- 

Did NANCY MOONEY have anothe r name? 

BETTY MACDONALD- 


Which name, did she use a name when she stripped, or was she 
introduced by the Master of Ceremonies by any name? 

Yeah, he called her NANCY MOONEY all the time. 

NANCY MOONEY. Have you been in the Carousel Club when NANCY 
MOONEY was actually stripping? 

Yes- I have- 


' How many occasions would you say? 


I don ' t know for sure . 


You know, just roughly. 


Quite a few times, I wouldn't say for sure- 
been quite a long time back, you know- 


I mean this here 
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Would you say ten times? 

I've been there longer than that. 

More than ten times she stripped in the Club? 

Yeah- 

Okay, was NANCY MOONEY your girlEriend? 

I was living with her, X had four girls working for me at 
that time and 1 was living with NANCY, off and on, during 
this time. 

During what period of time are we talking about now? 

This here's from back in *58, *59, '60, *61, during this time, 
all during this time. 

Was she living with you in 1963? 


Yes- 
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She was. 

Off and on, 

Q, wherp were you living with her in 1963? 

I believe this here was Rosemont^ :^ight off of Davis there. 
Rcsemont, right there ^ somewhere right there, in Oak Cliff* 

Q, In oak Cliff? ‘ 

A- yeah. 

Q. were you living with NANCY MOONEY during January of 1964? I 

mean I*m talking about the time to bring it back to something ^ 
which will have some meaning to you, specifically during the 
time that, er, WARREN REYNOLDS was.shot? 

A, Yes, I was* 

Q* she was living with you then? 

A, Yes. 

Q. In this Oak Cliff section? 

A* Yes- 

Q . Rosemont? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do you remember where you were living? 

A- No, I don't, I can take you and show you the exact place 
that we 1 ived . - . 

Q, I think we’d better not go to Dallas {laughter) . 

A. [laughter) But, you know, I've lived all over with her, you 

know, 12th Street, 10th Street, Perris, Melbrook, all around 
in there, you know. So, you know, I can't say exactly the 
date from which we lived, , 

Q, Okay, She was living with you, I believe, as I recall, 

REYNOLDS was shot in the evening of January 23, 1964. Were 
■ you living with NANCY MOONEY at that time? 

A. Yes, X was* 

Q. Were you with her th® night that REYNOLDS was shot? 

A- Yes, I was, on the night that WARREN REYNOLDS was shot, me 
and her and that other girl that did work for JACK RUBY, she 
was working there, I don’t know whether her name was LITTLE 
LYNN or not, cause I was all high on pllis, I had just come 
back from Vegas . . , 

Q. You don’t know if it was LITTLE LYNN? 


I don’t know for sure. I know this girl when I see her and 
I talked to her not too long ago and she said every time she 
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thought about it she could put the Ex-Lax 'rompany plum out 
of business. In other words, she was scaxed shitless. So, 
the night that WARREET HEYE50LDS got shot, l had just come back 
into town and I went by there and I had hoo-dooed this girl 
out of an Oldsmobile. 

Q. Which girl? 

A. Another girl, this one here was out in Vegas, and I brougnt 
her down here, she had just got a divorce. So I came by 
WARREN REYNOLDS and they knew I was in town and this night he 
got shot. But during the time 1 had run into this other girl 
that I know and I got a hold of a Ford Falcon and we was 
riding around in the Falcon that night and we heard on the 
radio that there was a killer lurking behind a shiny car down 
on Jefferson, you know, a new car. And I said, well, I hope , 
it*s WARREN REYNOLDS that got shot. So, we came by there but 
by this time the car was heating, was kind of running hot, so 
I vent on down to the station and got some water for the car 
and when I come back by there and 1 seen a bunch of people 
there and I stopped and hollered at one of them and they 
said It was WARREN REYNOLDS that got shot. SO then after 
this, I took NANCY home and the other girl, we was all 
staying in this one apartment at this time, and I come back 
down to the Copper Stand, this here*s right up — 

Q . Copper Stand? 

A. Yeah, this here's right up from where WARREN REYNOLDS ' car 
lot was at. 


Q. What is the Copper stand? 


A* It‘s a hamburger place. So I came in there and somebody made 
a remark like why did I shoot REYNOLDS, you know, and then 
I laughed and said something or other about it so I guess the 
guy there at the Copper Stand called the police. Anyway the^ 
came out and picked me up. This was when NANCY and them came 
down and made a statement, you know, so they turned me loose. 
So they went out to the house and got a rifle and everything 
out of my mother's and them's house and my brother and them 
and everybody else, they even volunteered to come down there. 


Q. The police took the rifle? 


Yeah. From the house, so after this here, i stayed around 
there and me and NANCY went out and I got a pistol out from 
some queeruout in Garland, I didn’t know where it was at, 
this here was when I was supposed to get my gun running 
business down there and go back and see JACK on something. 

I never did find out for sure what it v/as. Anyway, i went 
and took the gun and I hocked it because I knowed the police 
ware hot on me so they busted me down again, they took me 
back to jail, they give me some lie detector tests and they 
was asking me about WARREN REYNOLDS being queer and everyth Ir 
with effect on the case. And right after they give me the 
lie detector test, about five or ten minutes after twelve 
o'clock, they telled. me to leave, so 1 left and got out and 
went down and got my oar out of town and i went home and 
stayed there and then I left and went back to Vegas and 
when, this time, NANCY had went to jail for fighting or 
something, or some little old misdemeanor charge. And she 
hung herself, they said, about three hours after she was 
there but this here was, all she had to do was make a phone 
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call and she could make bond- Thera was no problem at all. 

Q, EK> you oeJieve that she hung herself? 

A. Ha, somebody helped her. She wouldn't hang hers elf by he rselt. 

Q.. The only people who could help her obfvlously would be the 

Dallas authorities. _ . — 

A. That's right. 

Q. They were in the jail# nobody else..- 

h. There's no way that this girl would have hung herself. She 

was just a die hard person, and# er# she had everything to 

live for# she had kids and# er, she had everything she 
wanted to look forward to# she had it; she made goodmoney# 

One week she might be broke, the next week she hadmoney. • • 

Q, Why do you think they hung her? 

A. Well# before this here# you see# after 1 went to jail the 

first time, then she come down to testify to get me out. V?ell 
with me and her and this other girl who did work for JACK 
ROBY and AUDIE# AUDIE ANDERSON, we were sitting in a car, 
and she was talking about the gun running and JACK RUBY and 
everything else , I never did remember what... 

Q. Who was talking about it? 

A. NANCY. She knew all about it. She knew the whole layout 
from the word '^go" on, 

Q. Do you remember what she was saying? 

A, No# I don't. I was high on pills. 

Q. Was there anything that she said? 

A. About JACK RUBY and about people that was coming in down 
there and stuff like this# I don't remember. 

Q. Gun running to where? 

A- Cuba, the Bay of Pigs, and Cuba# and stuff like this. I 

don't remember you see, I can't swear to it, you know# this 
here but I know that they was talking d>out it. But, we was 
in the car and I was knocked out and they was talking about 
it. 

Q* Did NANCY MOONEY ever tell you at any other time about JACK 
RUBY and gun running? 

A. No# but she was always with RUBY and that if I wanted to make 

big money that X should get. tied up with RUBY# But, now# er... 

Q. she said that to you? 

A# Yes. 
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Did she explain what she meant by how you would make big mone/? 


No, but this one queer who hung around with JACK ruby a lot 
I out to his house out in Garland and I got a gun out 

there but there was a bunch of people there, they was all 
having a party, 1 didn't talk to him about it. And, er, 
before this here now, was, told me, warren REYNOLDS, 

either WAHHEN REYNOLDS or ROBERTS, see — now ROBERTS worked 
at WARREN REYNOLDS ' car lot ... 

ROBOTS was his last name? 

Yeah. 

What was his first name? 

I don't know. ROBERTS, well, anyway, he got shot with a 
shotgun prior to this. 

Killed? 

Yeah, 

Before the assassination? 

Yeah. 

About how long before the assassination? 

I don't know. I wasn't here at that time. Somebody shot him 
before that with a shotgun, said he was going out with their 
wife. But, er, ROBERTS told me one time, I was down there, 
him or WARREN one, I don't know exactly which one told me, my 
car had broke down, and you know, l brought the car to them, 
and I was trying to get some money to get my car fixed and ons 
of them said, there was a guy in there, and i don't know who 
he was, and he was all dressed up in a suit, he said, if you 
want to m^ke some big money, you ought to get in with CIAy 
SHAW. Now ROBERTS, ROBERTS is dead now, somebody shot him 
with a shotgun. 

Well, was that, let's try to fix a time on that, I know you 
don't know the times 

But this here was before, this was quite a while back,,.. 

A year, or two or three, what would you say? 

I don't know. 

Okay, Did RUBY ever talk with you about running guns? 

No, he never did say anything about running guns but one time 
I was, you know, always getting on to him about getting some 
money and everything, and he told me, he said, if I v,‘anted to 
get some money, this here was not too long before the 
assassination, he said he'd get me fixed up to kill Kennedy 
or assassinate Kennedy or something. 

RUBY talked with you about assassinating Kennedy?

I 
can lead you around where you can figure out pretty close. I 
was at the house - . , 


Whose house? 

My own house at that time and, er, OSWAH) ceun© up there and 
told me to come down# JACK wanted to see me. I don’t know 
whether he said PIMCST orvhat- 

RUBY'S nickname was PIHKY? 

Yeah- 

When did, when did you first meet OSWALD? 

I knew OSWALD from a long, before he went to Germany and 
stuff# I guess here, but I mean I really got to know him 
when, around JACK RUBY- OSWALD was there and he come out 
there with somebody else- He wasn't driving cause OSWALD 
didn't drive, I don't think. And i went down and CLAY SHAW 
was there and I went into the office to see JACK RUBY. And 
JACK told me, I don’t know what he said, this was MR. SHAW 
or what, anyway he put it in a way that SHAW was over him# 
you know what l*m talking about? 


SHAW was superior in this operation. 

Yeah. So 1 stayed in the office there ard SHAW asked me 
about, if I wanted to be like a bounty hunter or like a T.V. 
show, a bounty hunter or something like this# if I wanted to 
assassinate or kill Kennedy or something, you know, something 
like this- 


Are you a good rifleman? 

Yeah, I'm very good. I'm not bragging you know but I*m real 
deadly with a rifle. 

Where, have you been involved in tournaments, have you had 
training? 

Mo, just my own self shooting - 

Uh huh. Did RUBY ^ know that you were a good shot? 

Yeah. 

How did RUBY know that? 

1 had a 6*5 rifle; I used to get half way across the lake with 
no sight, scope, on it and tear a five^gallon can up where 
an^^ody couldn't even think about getting close to it. 
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Q. A five-gallon what? 

A, A five-gallon can. yo\x know. 

Oh, hit a five -gal Ion can. At what distance? 

A. Oh, I wouldn't know now f.ar it but there ain't nobody 
else who could hit one where I could, I could hit a rabbit 
running . 

Q, Did RUBY ever see you fire? 

A. Yes, 

Q, Where was that? 

A, Around Moutain Creek bake, rabbit hunting. T can take a 30 
I a 30-30 or anything like this, and kill a 
rabbit running, 

Q, When did RUBY see you fire? 

A, Quite, before this. Well, it all started out with a burglary 
er, of this here, I bust as soon you didn't bring it up 
anyway, my friends done this a bunch of times. 

Q, Anything you don't want me to say, I will not say. Whatever 
I write, I'll submit to you first. It might be good to just 
throw it all in and we'll see what you want, 

I 

A, Well, the Dallas police had done caught them and they signed 
statements letting me go on it, anyway. In fact, the Dallas 
police come out to my house and carried all the stuff in, 
bought me beer, and took me down there and brought me back 
home, SO I don't know why 1 didn't go to the Penitentiary 
but I didn't, 

Q, For doing what? 

A. Three burglaries. They caugbt us with a bunch of stuff and 
they carried, they carried all the stuff out of my house and 
didn't even prosecute me, they kept it. 

Q, Oh, well nov; we know why they didn't prosecute you, (laughter) 

A. so ai yway, while I had all the guns and stuff, I had, you 
know, JACK RUBY'S always coming around and I'd check them, 
you know, we'd just go out and I'd shoot a lot out there and 
he seen me shotting like a rabbit running, kill a rabbit 
running with a rifle, that's pretty much of a chore, I mean 
you let a rabbit jump up and take off running and kill him 
running 'with a rifle with no scope, a scope vo uld hinder you ; 
anyway, shotting a rabbit running, you know, , 

Q, Yeah. • . 

A. But I'm pretty fast, 

Q. So RUBY had seen you firing, 

A. Yeah, 

Q, During w*hat period of time hsi RUBY witnessed you fire at a 
rabbit? 
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Thls here was not too long, in this tif.'e before the 
assassination - 

Weill well, a period of a month? 

Oh, longer than that, a ^rear l guess* I mean that approxiniata 

ly, 

Wr.ll, anyway, now OSWALD came to your house and he said he 
was sent by who? 

JACK ROSY* And I came back down to see JACK- 
Where? 

At the Carousel Club* I went in the office and talked with 
JACK RUBY and CLAY SHAW and that's when CLAY SHAW told me 
about if I wanted to be >3 bouhty- hunter , wanted, you know**, 
so, after the talk, I went J^ack ^utside and I had a drink 
and I took JACK RUBY out to, e¥7 er, I mean I took CLAY SHAW 
out to JACK ruby's house, out on York Street, the apartment 
there - 

Let's see* RUBY and you and SHAW were together, was OSWALD 
in the room also? 

No, OSWALD wasn't there at this time« 

He just brought you to the Carousel? 

He told me, he came and told me at the house* i 

To go to the carousel Club* 

Yeah* 

Who was OSWALD with? 

I don't know, somebody else was in the car. 

Did you see the person? 

No, I don't knov^ who it was. But, now another time^ 

Then you went and you saw SHAW and you saw RUBY and had this 
conversation about bounty hunting and do you remember what 
time of the night or day that was? 

No, I don't* It was, I know it was fairly early in the 
evening*. Then 1 went out to the house, JACK EUBY's house 
with CLAY SHAW, 

V7hy did the three of you split up? 

JACK RUBY just give me the keys to the house and told me to 
go out there* 

So you and SHAW left together to go to RUBY'S house and RUBY 
stayed in the Carousel - 

That's right. Then later on..*

How did you get to HUBY*s tiouse? 


My car.

You've seen pictures of CliAY SHAW since that time and I know 
you*ve talked to Jim Garrison and members of his staff, have 
they showed you pictures--- 

SHAWi CLAY SHAW, 

And it is the man who you know to be CLAY SHAW? 

I told them what CLAY ^lAW Idoked like before I ever seen him 
before in my life, I told them what he looked like. 

Yes, I know that and, er, then you saw pictures of CLAY SHAW 
and the man who you met in RUBY's Club, the Carousel, as 
CLAY SHAW, is, in fact, the man who lives in New Orleans who 
is the defendant in the case as CLAY SAW- 

That^s right. Then after we went out to the house* well, 
then later on JACK RUBY came on out there and i left- Then, . - 

How long did you stay at JACK RUBY' s house with CLAY HI AW? 

I don't know. Two or three hours, something like that- 

What did you talk about during that time? 

Didn't say nothing, he was one of these, he was a weirdo - 
I don't even want to get into that. 

So then did he make any advances towards you? 

Oh* yeah. X mean that's what I was talking about. And 
then . - - 

That's why you were supposed to go to the house with him? 


Yeah. 

Okay. 


Then, after this, another time there, JACK RUBY took me down 
to the Greyhound Bus Station and said that I had to go to Nev- 
Orleans, and when I got to New Orleans* catch a cab at the 
Greyhound, go to Wanda's bar and I'd never been to New Orleans 
you know, and that's where I met CLAY SHAW- 


Bid you meet a person by the name of BUGEHB DAVIS at Wanda's 
Bar? 


I*ve heard the name, I mean, but not at this time. This 
here's, SHAW knowed everybody there anyway, when I was there-. 


At Wanda * s? 


Yeah - 
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Q, ^hat kinid of a place was Wanda’s? 

A. it*s a queer bar^ 

0< Mostly homosexual patrons? 

A- Yes* So I stayed here about two days. I got some clothes 
and evejjything and went back to Vegas. Bot now OSWALD was 
down here passing out pamphlets- You know. Freedom of Cuba 
and everything. 

Q- Was chat the time you were here? 

A. This here was before that or after that- I don't know for 

sure, I'd have to think on this here- But then 1 could get 
you pretty close to the time. So OSWALD wanted me to go with* 
him to pass out these ^^phlet^- 

Q, Oh, so you were in New Or leans. at the time he was giving out 
the leaflets? 

A, Yes. 

Q- ,At the time he was on television, was arrested? 

A- Yes- And I went dovvTi to the President, you know, the boat 
down here and he was, well, now the Mart Building wasn't 
there at this time. 

Q- Kight, that's the new Mart - 

A. So, I seen hiin, he was down here by this fruit stand passing 
out these pamphlets. And, er, so that was '62 or something 
like this, 

Q* Yeah, why was — DAGO, according to the Warren Commission 
report which may not be the most unerring report, on page 
407 the Commission says that, er, he, meaning OSWALD, first 
distributed his handbills, the Pdir Play for Cuba Committee 
handbills, and other material uneventfully in the vicinity 
of the U-S.S- WASP which was berthed at the Dumalne Street 
wharf in New Orleans on June 16, 1963, obviously down here 
toward the Mississippi, at the Mississippi* He distributed 
literature in downtown New Orleans on August 9, 1963, and 
was arrested because of his Cuba Free, Anti-Castro Cuban 
exiles and again on August 16, 1963- Do you recall the time j 
when he invited, you said he invited you 

A- Yes, sir, I come into Wanda's* He was down at Wanda's and he 
had the pamphlets and wanted me to go with him but I wouldn't 
go, 

Q- Do you remfimber reading or hearing that he was arrested on 
that occasion i^rhen he had the leaflets? 

A* I don't know cause I left and went to Las.vegas at this time,,, 

Q. But in any event probably, let me ask you then, in any event 
was it probably during the summer of 1963? 

A- Yes, it had to be then cause that's when he, you know, 
somewhere in that date there *

Q, It was a few irtonths before the assassiEiation? 

A. yes. Now, see, now another time me and him was together and

You 
know about the way they work and their money, and everything 
like this. Then, er . , , 

Q- Did CLAY SHAW ever talk about politics? 

A, I never did talk to SHAW enough on anything but after 1 had 
come down here he asked me some more about it. He asked me, 
you know, I told him I was thinking about It, That's what i 
told him in Dallas, I would think about it- 

Q. This was at the Carousel, Ruby's Club, he asked you about the 
assassination and you left it open by saying you'd think 
about it? 

A. r'd think about it, yes* I just figured he was some kind of 
kook, you know, and they was just trying to pull a skippy on 
me, you know, cause I figured that he was, you know, just 
. another queer, you know, like JACK RUBY, 

Q- He talked about that, did he tell you who would be hunted? 

A, He said, he said President Kennedy or something or other, 

he said the son of a bitch had to be killed or something or 

other -

A, They talked politics and stuff like this, JACK RUBY and them 
did, but you know queers they feel like they're better than | 
somebody else, they talk, you know, and I just didn't under- 
stand it, I mean, 1 didn't pay .to attention to then.

Q* CLAY SHAW ttere. And did he raise the question wi<-h you 
again of assassinating the President? 

A- Yean, before I left from here he brought it up again and I 
don*r remexiiber exactly how the ouccome was on it. He said 
something or other about it. But after this I don't remember 
exactly what I did as far as swearing but, er, he said, you 
know, whether l,was thinking about it or something or other 
1 don't know exactly what it was. And I left and went back 
to Vegas, And \ bought, he bought me some clothes or give me' 
the mooey and I bought thedlothes- 

Q, Who gave you the money? 

A, CLAY SHAW, 

Q, How much money? 

■ A, About $100, 1 think, a little more, 

Q* I take it it wasn't a check, I 

A, No, it was money, 

Q, Cash, 

A, Yeah, 

Q, Did RUBY ever give you any money? 

A. Yeah, 

Q- How much did he give you? 

A- Just off and on, you know, twenty here, twenty-five there, 

Q- That was for a specific job, an agreement for some amount,

I took OSWALD, I took him from the Carousel Club and I took 
him over to the Bull Pen--,

A, Yeah, now this guy that owns the Bull Pen, I didn't know this 
here till I've been talking to Jim, but the guy that owns the 
Bull Pen had a finger all in this here assassination deal- I 
don't know what this guy's name is but I took 0SV7ALD over 
there one night- You see I told him about me taking him over 
there to the Bull Pen and Jim told me who the guy was at the 
Bull Pen and why probably he was going over there to see him- 
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Q, Did you meet EUGENE DAVIS at wanda'a Bar? 

A. Thj-s here*s the guy^ that did own it or something? 

Q, Yesj he did own it at that time. 

A. I don’t, a3 far as really knowing the guy, no, I c-'^n't know 

him. The name, yes, i know the name. 

Q. Who were you told to meet at Wanda’s Bar? 

A. CLAY SHAW. 

Q. Who told you to meet him? 

A. JACK RUBY- I give them names on everything like this here so 
they can verify everything I ever told them. 

Q. Yes, I know that. How many times did you see LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD? 

A, I seen him a bunch of times. Well, see he stayed there in 
I the bar all the time and I talked with him, you know, see, 
OSWALD was queer, OSWALD wanted, you know, to mess around 
with me before, once or twice, I don’t know for sure.

A. You know, around with JACK RUBY and he was queer as hell, 

Q. RUBY and OSWALD had a physical relationship?

Q. Did RUBY and SHAW have a physical relationship?

Q. How do you know that RUBY and OSWALD did? 

A. Well, you can just, it's something that you just have to tell 
for your own self, you know what I mean, you know the way 
they carried on with one another . And OSWALD was the same 
way, you know, he was real funny acting and, er, you just 
had to, I mean the guy was sickening to me, actually, you 
know, but I mean... 


Q . OSWALD? 

A. Yeah, but he was around all the time, you know, and he was 
a friend of RUBY'S and I hung out there all the time so ,

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said that TIPPIT never come down there but that's a lie cause

his suit and he had no business being down thtre end JACK 
RUBY was in his car at one time. 


You saw them together?

What was TiPPiT's reason for going to the Carousel? 
You got me, i don't know. 


1 meari, what, I don't mean what was the reason he'd give to 
the Dallas police department, I mean why do you think he was 
there? 


He was in his dress clothes, he didn't have no business 
I being there, he wasn't on duty. And anotte r thing, GOLDBERG 
down there, GOLDBERG'S even got the pictures of OSWALD'S 
autopsy report and the bullet holes in him and everything elsje 
they have. Now how could he manage to get these? 


What's the name, GOLDBERG?

I think it was about a '59 or "60 Olds 
or something I was looking at, and it knocked the glass 
out of it. So I went and turned it in to the police and 
they said let them know if it aver happened again* So 1 
made the score a couple, a few days after this and I 
caught me a plane and went to Dallas* I stayed ii] Dallas 
and some guys got to nosing around there so I left and 
went to Houma and i got in Houma
